“The battle is progressing between 
Paris and the River Marne over a 
front of 125 
kilometers, 
stretching 
from Manteuil, iii the west, where 
the English forces are, to Vitry. The 
Crown prince’s army 
is 
separated 
from the main battle by the forest of 
Argonne. 
“The armies of the crowrn prince of 
Bavaria and General Von Heringen 
are in a formal battle near Upper 
Moselle. 
General Hindenberg has de­ 
feated the Russians, has crossed the 
Russian frontier and up to the pres­ 
ent time has taken ten thousand pris­ 
oners and captured eighty guns and 
many machine guns and aeronlanes/

separately from that of fallen angels. 
You will remember that our Lord cast 
out some devils from a man. and per­ 
mitted them to go into a herd of swine. 
The result was quite the reverse of fig­ 
urative. as the swdue-owliers found to 
their cost. We recoin mend all of God’s 
people to have nothing to do with the 
tricks of these fallen spirits, which are 
evidenced in spirit-rapping, 
seances, 
clairvoyance, clairaudience, psychome­ 
try, &c.; but to remember that God's 
Word, the Scripture, is truth, and will 
thoroughly furnish us unto every good 
work.

Dum dum bullets, complained of in 
the European war, art* 
handled 
by 


Springfield dealers in firearms and 
a munition, 
says 
Saturday’s Leader. 


Since reports of statements by vari­ 
ous nations involved in the war to 
the effect that “the other side” is 
using dum-dum bullets, numerous in­ 
quiries have been made of local firms 
to find what they are like it was 
stated by a hardware dealer today. 
The dum-dum cartridges most used 
in this part of the country are for 
deer hunting and for shooting large 
game. 
The demand for them is light 
now, owing to the fact that there is 
little large game in this part of the 
Ozarks. 
The 
bullet 
is 
much 
like 
those 
claimed to be used by European na­ 
tions, both in size and make-up. They 
are covered by a steel jacket almost 
to the “nose” or point, which is made 
of soft lead. 
In flight the lead is 
heated, so that it is softer than when 
cool. 
Upon striking, the “nose” flat­ 
tens and the force causes the whole 
bullet to spread, sometimes as large 
as a dollar. It tears a great hole, par­ 
ticularly in flesh, where the ordinary 
bullet plows a straight clean-cut fur­ 
row or hole. 
The effect of tile dum­ 
dum is deadly, where an ordinary bul­ 
let might cause a wound of little con­ 
sequence. 
Hunters sometimes make their own 
dum-dum bullets of the common lead 
bullets, 
particularly 
for 
shooting 
small game. 
Gutting a cress or deep 
gash in the nose of the pellet causes 
it to spread upon striking any ob­ 
ject. when fired from a gun. 
Manufacturers are now making a 
22-calibre bullet, the nose of which is 
hollow’. Recently exhibits were placed 
in local windows showing the effect 
of it when fired into soft soap. 
The 
ordinary bullet made hut a small hole 
while the dum-dum tore a place as 
large as a tea cup after penetrating 
a little over an inch.
